FRUIT CAKE
2 c. sifted flour 1 c. sugar . 

Va tsp. baking powder J. c. shortening
1 tsp. salt 1 c. corn syrup
1 tsp. cinnamon Va c. milk
1 tsp. vanilla 4 eggs 

(light brown packed)
Sift together flour, baking powder, salt and cinnamon. 

Then add brown sugar, shortening, syrup, milk and vanilla. 
Beat until well mixed. Then, one at a time, beat in four 
eggs. To this mixture add 1 cup sifted flour, % cup pecans 
and walnuts, 7 ounces citron, 17 ounces glazed pineapple, 
20 ounces cherries. Pour cake mixture into greased angel 
food tin. Bake in a slow oven, 275 degrees, for 1% to 2 hrs.

DRESSING
(For Chicken or Duckling) 

1 small onion 2 eggs 
Va c. celery 1 tsp. salt 

3 tbsp. butter 1/2 tsp. sage 
1 tbsp. pimiento 8 slices bread (diced) 
Parsley sprigs Milk 
Saute onion and celery in butter until transparent. 

Add to bread dices, then remaining ingredients, add milk 
to make very moist. The pimiento and parsley combina­ 
tion makes dressing colorful and adds to flavor.

SPAGHETTI SAUCE
1 Ib. ground beef with mushrooms 

Va beef heart Va tsp. salt
1 sm. onion 1 garlic clove 

V-i, c. celery Va tsp. Worcestershire 
1 can tomato sauce ' sauce 
Saute onion and celery in vegetable oil until trans­ 

parent. Brown beef and heart (ground together). Add 
seasonings and simmer for 45 minutes. This can be cooked 
longer if desired. Meanwhile, cook spaghetti and arrange 
in nests. Cover with sauce and grated cheese.
